The Earl of Shrewsbury has entered the 
offices of the Duchy of Cornwall, at Bath, to 
gain experience of estate management, and is 
likely to be connected with the offices for two 
or three years. With the experience which 
he is now obtainmg he _ will eventually 
Manace his own estate, 

Lord Shrewsbury, who is premier earl on 
the roil in the Peerage of England and also 
Hereditary Lord High Steward of Ireland, is 
m his 18th year. He is the 21st of his line, 
having succeeded his grandfather in the 
family honours in 1921. His father, Viscount 
ingestre, fell in the Great War in 1915. 

Lord Shrewsbury is the head of one of the 
most ancient families in the peerage, a family 
which can claim descent from a period prior 
to the Conquest. Sir John Talbot, the first 
Karl—so created in 1442—was one of the 
greatest soldiers of his age. It is recorded 
that he won no fewer than 40 battles during 
warfare with France, The 12th Earl was a 
statesman of the reigns of William and‘ Mary, 
Queen Anne and George the First, and filled 
some of the highest offices of State. He was 
at one and the same time Lord Lievtenant 
of Ireland, Lord High Treasurer and Lord 
Chamberlain. The dukedom cogferred upon 
him expired at his death,

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| CERVANTES AND THE 


RENAISSANCE. 


TRINITY COLLEGE LECTURE. 


The Provost (Dr. E. J. Gwynn) took the 
chair at the first of a series of lectures on 
Cervantes, which was given yesterday after- 
noon im ‘Trinity College by Dr. . Walter 
Sterkie, F.,T.C.D. ! 

Taking as his title ‘‘ Cervantes and the 
Renaissaice—The Humanist,’’ Dr. Staik‘e 
quoted the judgment given by Hegel on 
the universality of “Don Quixote.”” What 
he admired in Cervarites was the strength of 
the individual character of Don Quixote and 
his resistance to all outward pressure, In 
his craziness he was always sure of himself, 
and sure of his cause. ° 

The work was primarily a satire on 
romautic chivalry, charged through and 
through with irony, and thus different from 
Ariosto’s “ Orlando Furioso.’* 

‘Don Ouixote' submitted the romances 
of chivalry to irony, but it was yet one of 
the strangest paradoxes in literature; for 
Cervantes in his literary opiuions followed 
the Arcadian and pastoial conventions of his 
age, and prided himself 
“ Galatea’’ than on ‘* Don Quixote.’’ 

The lecturer proceeded to explain the trend 
of Cervantes’s mind, and the ideas which 
went to build up his style. Though he was 
uot a philosopher or a scholar, he echoes 
through his works the opinions held by the 
great Italian humanists of the Renais ance. 
Humanism did not mean for him merely the 
study of Greek and Latin authors; it meant 
the valuation and exaltation of the human, 
oi man and his reason, It was a new way 
of observing the world. 

Cervantes was greatly influenced by 
Erasmus, and followed his theory that ail 
human things had two aspects: reality de- 
pends on opinion, and we cannot be sure of 
any truth. Another author who profoundly 
influenced him was Castiglione, from whose 
book, “ The Courtier,” he drew his funda- 


mental. principle of the harmony of nature. 
Nature, according to him, has formed human 
beings and has placed in them virtues and 
defects which determine the life of each 
person. The struggle in Goiwéntairh mind 
vetween this conception of neo-Platonic har- 
mony and his Ne faith produced a deep 
melancholy, which is apparent in eve a

This state of mind was characteristic of 
the best thinkers at the end of the 16th cen- 
tury, but Cervantes alone was able to forge 
from his melancholy a new art, which even 
to-day we consider modern. 

A second lecture, ‘‘Cervantes and the 
Counter-Reformation-—the Knight,” will be 
given this afternoon, and the concludin 
lecture to-morrow will be ‘‘Cervantes an 
Don Quixote—the Wanderer.”’

VISIT OF ANTONI SALA. 
———— ——— ea 


OR its musical recitals yesterday the 
Royal Dublin Society brought forward 
a ‘cellist not heard in Dublin before. 
This was Antoni Sala, who, in facing audi- 
ences at Ballsbridge, hal to reckon with the 
fact that in, the past: {wo or three seasons 
these audiences have been under the spell of 
two ontstandingly brilliant ‘cellists in Gaspar 
Ca and Arturo Bonucci, both pf whom, 
by the way, are due to appear again here be- 
fore the season is out, 

In the evening ae Mr. Sala may 
have allowed himself more display of prowess ; 
but at the afternoon recital one’s attention 
fastened more naturally on the character and 
message of the music than upon any feats of 
executive skill. With Mr. Howard Ferguson 
as his partner, Mr. Sala brought forward 
three scnatas for ‘cello and pianoforte, all 
of which were rich in musical interest. They 
were these—Sonata in G minor, Bach ; Sonata, 
John Ireland, and Sonata in E minor, Op. 28, 
Brahms. 

The performers did not let the music down. 
The ’cellist, who producea a tone clear and 
rich in character im smocth passages and 
nimbly brisk when the music quickened, was 
well liked. In the Bach Sonata the pianist 
might have given the ‘cello a better chance 
to stand out, but in the other sonatas Mr. 
Ferguso. could not be blamed for any 
struggles the ‘cello may have seemed to make 
to hold its own. John Ireland’s writing for 
the pianoforte in the sonata which was played 
yesterday showed all the thickness that is 
characteristic of the composer’s work in his 
later period: and as for Brahms, his Sonata 
in E mincr has a pianoforte part crowded with 
interest through its whole course, so that the 
'eellist. is verv far from being able to get 
away with all the glory for himself. 


JOHN IRELAND'S SONATA. 


Antoni Sala’s name for some years has been 
associated with John Ireland's Sonata, which 
he has played frequently in company with the 
composer. There is, indeed, a gramophone 
recording oi their performance together. 

The sgnata was written in 1924, and well 
Rice John Ireland's slowly-reached 
maturity as a composer. The music, with its 
clotted pianoforts writing, its apparent lack 
of co-ordination between the two instruments 
in many passages, and a rather constant 
severity in the character of its themes, may 
not attract every listener at the first hearing; 
but to its peculiarities one may become accus- 
tomed, and to its strength and its serious 
beauty gradually more alive. 

From his connection with this sonata, and 
his supporting it in the programme with such 
works as the Bach and rahms Sonatas, one 
is bound to assume Mr. Sala’s earnest con- 
cern above all things for the strictly artistic 
aspect of the 'cellist's ré/e in chamber music. 
That assumption was supported to the full 
by the manner of his performance. In short, 
to return to where we began, his aim seemed 
to be to leave the attention of his audience 


on the music’s intrinsic qualities.

APPEAL TO FREE STATE 
FILM CENSOR, 


“Training Animals for Circus and 
Cinema ” was the subject of a lecture de- 
livered by Captain Edmund MacMichael, 
Honorary Secretary of the Performing and 
Captive Animals Defence League, of London, 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, last night. 

Professor Mary Hayden, M.A., who pre- 
sided, read a letter from General O’ Duffy, 
who stated thut he believed in the attempt 
to suppress cruelty to animals. He would like 
fo assist them im every way he could, and 
he was sure that if the people who went to 
cinemas saw the crueltv that animals had to 
undergo in training, they would be strongly 
opposed to the methods used by trainers. He 
hoped that they would receive support in 
attaining their object, 

Captain MacMichael, in his address. said 
that the House of Lords in 1930 passed a 
bill prohibiting rformances by wild 
animals, because of the cruelty inflicted in 
the training of the animals. ‘That bill. un- 
fortunately, had not yet become Jaw. but the 
object gave a lead to other branches of eon- 
stitutional authority not to encourage such 
performances. His niwin object in coming to 
the Free State was to get the Irish film 
eensor to adopt a motion which, he thought, 
would definitely stamp out cruelty to 
animals, without injuring any of the film 
trades or taking value from programmes. 
The motion asked that no certificate he 
granted to films unless there was a declaru- 
tion that no cruelty had been inflicted on 
‘the performing animals. 

The resolution was passed. Many people 
were present to hear Captain MacMichael’s 
address, in which he related instances of 
ernelty to animals and read extracts from 


publications dealing with the matter.

CENSORSHIP OF POSTERS. 
paseo 


T the weekly meeting of the Dublin 
A Rotary Club yesterday in the Metro- 
pole Restaurant, Mr. John Mohan, of 
the firm of Messrs. D. Allen and Co., gave 
a talk on ‘Poster Publicity.’’ | Ontdoor 
advertising of a kind, he said, was made use 
of centuries ago, and probably dated farther 
back than any other means of “ making 
known”; for they found thet gladiatorial 
contests in the days of Pompeii were 
hera'ded in colours, red and black pre- 
dominating, and centuries ago in Egypt the 
capture of runaway slaves was often effected 
through the. distribution of handbills made 
of papyrus, with a description of the fugitive 
and an offer of reward for the capture. 
Very often one heard people who had vir- 
tually no interest in any form of publicity 
debating gravely the relative value of the 
Press and the poster. There was really no 
such problem. Both, he suggested, were 
important forms of publicity, and might, 
and, indeed, should be used as complemen- 
tary, one to the other in big national cam- 
paigns. Where extensive wording was 
required the Press was more suitable, but for 
the sale of any article or service which could 
be advertised by picture with a simple state- 
ment or slogan the poster had many ad- 
vantages. 


AMERICA’S EXAMPLE. 


The structural changes and improvements 
in outdoor advertising had been, to a large 
extent, modelled on the type of outdoor pub- 
licity display in America. 

As to poster designs, a real idea was one 
which could be picturised and expressed, 
year after year, in a ‘variety of specific 
ways. ‘To educate the public to think a cer- 
tain thing about a product it was necessary 
to formulate a sound basic idea which would 
convey this thing, and tell it and picturise 
it In various ways. Few ideas’ stood this 
test, but they could be evolved. There was 
only one idea that made a really successful 
advertising campaign; the clean-cut, direct, 
simple and easily understandable. Insistence 
upon this removed impractical and unwise 
ideas and all the things that were not ideas 
at all. 

Mr. Mohan gave a brief description of 
the various processes through which an artis- 
tically coloured poster must go. 


CENSORSHIP. 


It was not generally known that the Poster 
Advertising Association had a special Censor- 
ship Committee. All posters, which might 
be considered objectionable from any point 
of view whatever, were submitted to them. 
and thei ruling in regard to display was 
loyally adhered to. In this way posters of an 
objectionable character, or in bad taste, had 
been ms off the advertising stations. 

Mr. T. Grehan said that to-day outdoor 
advertising from most menial, modest and un- 
attractive beginnings, was a salesmanship 
adjunct of supreme importance. 

Sir Thomas Robinson said that they had 
heard a most interesting talk, and he 
suggested that other members of the Club 
should follow the example of Mr. Mohan and 
give the Club talks on the businesses with 
which they were associated. 

Mr. 8. T. Riordan said that the address of 
Mr. Mohan had appealed to him as a very 
interesting subject.

THE UNCHARITABLENESS OF 
PROTESTANTISM.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srg,— I am grateful to Caron Harvey for 
the courtesy of his answer in yesterday s 
issue of the Jrish Times. The Canon's 
initial resentment, he assures us, “ has en- 
tirely disappeared,” since I gave “an 
assurance that my words embodied an 
economic theory rather than an unkind in- 
sinuation.”” I had, indeed attempted to be 
both charitable and direct. 1 am not, how- 
ever, aware of having given any assurance 
that my words were limited to the expression 
of “an economic theory... My letter em- 
bodied something much more wide and deep. 
To trace post-Reformation capitalism to its 
origin, the extreme individualism of Protes- 
tant teaching, to distinguish true charity 
from mere human benefaction, to assert that 
the spirit of Protestantism does not find full 
expression in Protestants themselves—this 
is an expression of doctrinal teaching, not 
of economics. 

In conclusion, as the laws of fair debate 
allow, I may be permitted to emphasise the 
true teaching of the Catholic Church .on 
the two main points of Canon Harvey’s final 
letter —true liberty and true charity. [ 
write only to prevent further misunderstand. 
ing in regard to Catholic dogma. 

‘irstl for liberty. True liberty, of 
which liad XIII. speaks in the Encyclical 
quoted by the Canon, is the moral and physi- 
cal power to do that which it is right and 
good for man to do. The field of man’s 
election in things of conduct is only what 
a man may do as a reasonable being. It is 
net for man’s own mind to determine for 
himself what it is lawful to do. That 
function of determining for a man what it 
is right te do belongs to God. To the 
ruling of God every r@ividual mind must 
conform ; but, to know Cod’s mind as regulat- 
ing human conduct, there is needed, here on 
earth, a living and infallible interpreter of 
that mind. ie leave that interpretation to 
the weak and fallible and prejudiced mind 


of individual men is onlv to evoke a chaos | 


of confused opinions. Such is, and always 
has been, the teaching of the one true 
Church, the Catholic Church. Only within 
the Catholic Church is a safeguard found 
against inordinate individual interpretation

In 
effect, the peace of Manchuria would 
guarantee not only the peace of the Far 
East, but the economic development of 
China.

Prohibition. 


Mr. Franklin Roosevelt's election to the 
Presidency of the United States is hailed 
as the final victory over prohibition. Yet 
a long and weary way must be troddea 
before his nation, “ wet ' enough in prac- 
tice, can grace its “ wetness ' once again 
with the benison of the law. Two enact- 
ments made prohibition binding on the 
American people. The Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution forbade the sale 
and consumption of alcoholic liquors; the 
Volstead Act defined what was meant by 
alcoholic liquors. To remove a constitu- 
tional amendment is a long and arduous 
process, -which requires, after other things, 
the vote of three-quarters of the States. 
It would be ‘easier so to modify the 
Volstead Act—which at present defines an 
alcoholic beverage’ as any liquor which 
contains more than .5 per cent. c* alcohol— 
that a tipple containing 50 per cent. of 
alcohol could be regarded as non-alcoholic 
for the purposes of the law. Nevertheless, 
satisfactory as such an evasion might be in 
practice, it would hardly be in accordance 
with legislative principles. Sooner or 
later, therefore, Mr. Roosevelt must see 
to the removal of the amendment; and he

about it.'” Indeed, Japan has staked her 
very existence on her military strength in 
Northern China. In her draft Budget, 
just adopted by the Cabinet, her army 
and navy estimates account for more than 
Lifty per cent. of the total, and she has 
reached the limit of taxation which her 
people will bear. Most of this expendi- 
ture has been dictated by her Manchurian 
adventure. 

China has no huge army, no formidable 
navy; in this crisis she throws herself 
upon the honour—the pledged word—of 
western civilisation. She appeals to the 
careful machinery, the -interlaced ‘and 
majestic safeguards, of the League of 
Nations. The Japanese claim. violates 
them all. It is contrary to the provisions 
of the League Covenant, the Kellogg Pact 
and the Nine-Power Treaty ; it is an open 
challenge to the League’s doctrine that no 
situation can, be acknowledged which has 
been created by the violation of treaties. 
China declares that, if the League fails 
her, she “will maintain her right to 
Manchuria at any cost.of life or suffering. 
Now, therefore; the League of Nations 


must decide whether. the rule of force or 


the rule of law shall triumph in the five 
continents. It must consider material 
and moral issues. If Japan's claim is re- 
jected at Geneva, she may resign her place 
in the League—although, as we think, her 
bankers would quarrel with her generals 
on this point. If the League turns a 
cynical back on China, that huge Republic 
may tumble into a welter of anarchy or 
into the arms of Russian Bolshevism. 
These are tremendous considerations ; yet 
the moral consideration eclipses them. If 
Britain, France and the United States 
stand fast for the rule of law, it will pre- 
vail; and by their action the League will 
have received a vast increase of prestige 
and power. Such a decision would be a 
shining landmark in the world’s mora! 
progress—a proof that philosophy’s stead- 
fast vision through more than twenty 
centuries was beginning to be fulfilled. If 


the League fails now, Japan will have 


vindicated the rule of force; the Great 


‘War will have been fought in vain, and 
humanity's relapse will resemble, on the 
moral scale, the Gothic invasion of the 


ltaly's Example. 
In a recent article in The Times Sir 
Daniel Hall drew attention to a remark- 


able work of. reconstruction that is 


‘now on foot in Italy, While the outside 
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will be lucky if he manages to persuade a 
necessary majority of the States. It: ust 
be remembered that prohibition did not 
come upon America in one fell swoop. 
Long before anyone had heard of the 
Kighteenth Amendment and the Volstead 
Act quite a number of the States were 
“dry,” and enforced their prohibition 
laws far more vigorously and efficiently 
than the United States Government has 
been able to enforce the Federal regula- 
tions. There is no reason why any State 
may not revive the old local prohibition 
laws after the country at large has re- 
verted to the saloon. 


Dangerous Flights. 


The United States Government has 
taken a wise step in its decision 
to forbid reckless or dangerous flights. 
Henceforward anybody who  contem- 
trans-oceanic flight must 
receive the sanction of the Department 
of Commerce before his venture. The 
intention, says the Government’s spokes- 
man, is not to suppress the “ sporting 
instincts of flying adventurers’’ ; but there 
must. be a reasonable prospect of success 
before the flight is sanctioned. People in 
general will agree with the decision. Most 
of the air routes which, by any stretch f 
fancy, can be regarded as necessary 
to the world’s future communications have 
been covered already. The tzacks which, 
in the present state of aircraft, are feasible 
have been discovered, and the experience 
of pioneers has revealed the routes 
which are not normally feasible. 
Everybody knows now that, in 
favourable conditions of the _ air, 
the North Atlantic can be overcome 
by a man whose nerve and skill are sound, 
so long as his machine is satisfactory ; and 
at present nothing more definite can be 
said on thé subject. Atlantic flights can 
teach no further lesson. To run risks for 
a useful purpose is sound policy, but to 
run risks for no purpose is mere foolish- 
ness, and the practice ought to be con- 
trolled. Military flyers are kept under a 
strict discipline, and what the highly 
trained air forces of the world are for- 
bidden to do ought not. to be left to the 
discretion of amateurs. The “thrill” 
which the public receives from some dar- 
ing and spectacular flight must not be 
allowed to counterbalance the waste and 
risk which it involves.

“This policy is a serious menace to 
peace in the Far East and a disturbing 
factor to the rest of the world.’’ 

Nevertheless, in spite of Japanese pro- 
paganda and hostility, Chinese foreign 
trade during the last twenty years, he 
claimed,” had increased” from “849,000,000 
taels to 2,204,000,000 taels—an increase of 
158 per cent. 

Dr. Koo then defended the boycott of 
Japan, which he described as-a measure 
involving much sacrifice on the part of 
China’s nationals. To deny China the use 
of the boycott against such Japanese mili- 
tary aggression as had been going on in 
Manchuria for over a year would be the 
denial of a peaceful and legitimate instru- 
ment of defence. 

Dealing with the charge of anti-foreign 
sentiment in China, which he denied, Dr. 
Wellmgton Koo pointed to the fact that 
there were 360,000 foreign nationals and 
over 8,200 foreign firms in China living 
and working in peace. 

Coming to the situation in Manchuria, 
Dr. Koo, after quoting extensively from 
report, said that Japan's 


| recognition of the so-called Government of 


Manchukuo was a striking act of 
defiance of her solemn engagements under

In conclusion Dr. Wellington Koo said: 
“- More than a year has elapsed, and this 
delay has meant to China tens of 
thousands more innocent lives killed and 
literally millions of dollars more of 
property destroyed in consequence of the 
continued aggravation of the whole situa- 
tion by Japan through her extended mili- 
tary operations in Manchuria, Shanghai 
and Tientsin. 

“ I& has brought us to a state which is 
not only a danger to the existence of 
China, but is also a challenge to the 
League itself. It is only by speedy settle. 
ment of this conflict, in conformity with 
the principles of justice and right, which

A FREE MARKET AND 
BOUNTIES WANTED. 


The grievances of the pdtato-growers 
and exporters of Cooley, Co. Louth, were 
represented to the Free State Minister for 
Agriculture, Dr. Ryan, at Government 
Buildings yesterday afternoon. The depu- 
tations representing growers and expor- 
ters urged on the Minister the desrrability 
of reducing the scheduled ‘‘ scab ” area; 
of providing a free market for potatoes 
throughout the Free Statc, and of provid- 
ing bounties equivalent to the amount of 
the British tariff on potatoes sent to Great 
Britain. The question of arranging for 
seed production was also under considera- 
tiou. 

The deputations appeared to be satis- 
fied with . the assurances given them. 
They were hopeful that their claims re- 
garding the bounty will be met at the ear- 
lest moment. They also expressed satis- 
faction regarding a successful outcome of 
the discussion of the other matters 
brought forward. 

It 1s understood that already 4,000 tons 
of potatoes have been exported from the 
area, and that there are still 6,000 tons 
to be marketed.

PROBLEMS OF THE 
FRANCHISE, 


INDIAN ROUND TABLE 
CONFERENCE,

Lord Sankey, the Lord Chancellor, pre- 
sided when the Indian Round-Table Con- 
ference met yesterday at the House of 
Lords, 

Preliminaries were brief, and the Con- 
ference entered upon consideration «at 
morning and afternoon sessions of ques- 
tions concerning the franchise in the new 
constitution. 

Concerning the method of electing mem- 
bers of the Provincial Legislatures, it was 
pointed out that the Lothian Committee 
had reported that adult suffrage was at 
present impracticable. The method re- 
commended by the Lothian Committee 
was the extension of the franchise by the 
direct vote. The general opinion of the 
Conference was. that the Franchise Com- 
recommendation should be ac- 
cepted. One member of the Conference, 
however, favoured adult suffrage. Another 
expressed a preference of the group 
system; another was in favour of. in- 
direct election through electoral colleges. 

The problem of the representation of 
the depressed classes—the “ untouch- 
ables *’—speedily confronted the Con- 
ference. The Conference agreed that the 
aim Should be to enfranchise ten per cent. 
of the depressed class population in each 
province, and that this result should be 
reached by adopting differential qualifica- 
tions from among those suggested by the 
Lothian Committee, in the light of the 
varying conditions in each provinice. 

A discussion of the general qualifica- 
tions ot women for the vote was adjourned 
until to-day. The proposed general quali- 
fications would enfranchise only a rela- 
tively small percentage of women. ‘The 
Conference has to consider whether 
special strengthening of the women’s vote 
is necessary, and, if so, how it should be 
effected. 

After considering the method of elec- 
tion to, and the franchise for, the pro- 
vincial legislatures the Conference will 
discuss the question of the British-Indian 
seats in the Federal I egislature.

Hitler is making desperate efforts to

Consequently, it is the general impres- 
sion that Hitler’s efforts to obtain office 
will fail. 

The Reichstag deputy Moder was 
sentenced to six and a half years, with 
hard labour, telegraphs Reuter’s Berlin 
Correspondent, as .the organiser oí 
terrorist acts in Schleswig-Holstein on 
the day after the Reichstag election in 
July, when hand grenades were thrown 
at the houses of ‘political opponents. 

Over twenty other Nazis received 
sentences ranging from six and a half 
years’ to one month’s imprisonment for 
participating in this and similar out- 
rages in various s of Germany.

DUBLIN’S MILK 
SUPPLIES. 


DISTRIBUTORS AND 
PRODUCERS CONFER.

In connection with the demand by dairy 
farmers for an economic price for their 
milk during the winter, the case for both 
sides was submitted at a conference 
between milk producers and Dublin 
distributors held in the offices cf 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, Lord Edward street, Dublin, yes- 
terday, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
O’Sullivan, ‘an official of the Department. 
- Producers complain that as compared 
with last year, distributors are offering an 
average of twopence per gallon less for 
winter milk, and also that the present 
maximum price extends only over a pro- 
portion of the milk taken from farmers, 
the surplus being paid for at a lower 
rate, although i: is claimed that the dis- 
tributor can use and sell this at the 
highest figure. 


THE TWO SIDES. 

At yesterday’s conference the distribu- 
tors stated their side of the case, and gave 
particulars of the prices which they are 
paying for milk from their suppliers. 
The firms represented were Messrs. 
Hughes Bros., Craigie Bros., the Lucan 
Dairy, and the Dublin Wholesale and 
Retail. Milk Vendors’ Association. 

The suppliers, produced figures showinc 
what farmers. are receiving for their milk 
from the different distributors, and were 
represented .by the Leinster - Milk “Pro- 
ducers’ Association, which embraces’ the 
Counties of Wicklow, Wexford, Kildare, 
Meath and Louth.

In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—Technically speaking, a new 
session of Parliament begins to-day, but 
practically speaking there has been no 
change in the character of: the problems 
confronting this Parliament, nor, it may 
be hoped, will there be any change in the 
spirit with which it has so far approached 
its work. The legislative output of the 
new session will consist mainly of 
measures which. have admittedly great 
economic importance, but a less dramatic 
appearance. A Rent Restriction Bill will 
carry the decontrol of houses a stage 
farther; and, it may be hoped, will stimu- 
late the re-entry of private enterprise into 
building. An Unemployment Insurance 
Bill will recast the system of insurance 
and: of State relief on lines which must be 
more carefully thought out than in its 
many predecessors. An _ agricultural! 
policy, which has so far produced an 
adjustable programme of tariffs, quotas 
and a voluntary restriction of meat im- 
ports, will have to ge less temporary 
measures of protection and reorganisation. 

Next summer highly important provi- 
sions of the Coal Mines Act are due for 
revision, and may well require a major 
bill. The finance of the year will also be 
unusually important; for it will have 
to reflect whether further progress 
can, or cannot, be made in the 
settlement of international debts, whether 
retrenchment can, or cannot, make possible 
a vitally necessary reduction in taxation, 
and whether there are any directions in 
which the State can usefully employ a 
credit so painful!-- restored without again 
endangering it. 

Much other. important work, however, 
falls to be done outside Parliament, 
whether st the more formal international 
conference new in being and in prospect, 
or in the administrative work requi 
to round off measures already passed. The 
new session opens amid a host of uncer- 
tainties, but certainly not in an 
atmosphere of despair; for neither the 

resent Government: nor the present Par- 
iament have ever lost sight of the need 
of preserving the balance and the relation 
between domestic and international policy.

“That, as all farmers have. suffered severe 
losse*, far exceeding the amount of | their 
annuities, in consequence of the British 
method of collecting the sums withheld by 
the Government, it is entirely unjustifiable 
to establish a means test which farmers must 
pass in order to escape pressure for imme- 
diate payment, and we demand that al! 
farmers be treated equally. 

“ That this meeting declares that, so long 
as the British tariffs are in force, the Govern- 
ment of the Saorstat has no moral right to 
call on the farmers to pay annuities to it, 
and, therefore, the tet sg of the Executive 
Council for a partial payment after June 
next is entirely unjust, 

“That we protest against the proposal of 
the Government that the collection of the 
next two instalments should be merely “sé 
— and that the farmers of the 

tate should ultimately be required to pay 
them a second time, with interest at the 
rate of 4; np cent., ‘because a moratorium 
of this ki only the effect of riveting 
double payment on the farmers. 

“ That as the British tariffs on Free State 
agricultural products are now designed to 
bring into the British Exchequer a sum of 
five millién pounds per annum, which is 
more than one million pounds in excess of the 
total land’ annuities paid by the farmers, 
including those payable under the Act of 
1923; and as one million ds per annum 
would be practically sufficient to meet the 
cost of the complete dé-rating of agricultural 
land, we demand that as long as the tariffs 
on our agricultural products remain in forte 
there shall be no further collection of rates 
on agricultural land.”

DUBLIN CHOCOLATE 
INDUSTRY. 


ENTERPRISE OF MESSRS. 
JACOB. 


Considerable developments have recéntly 
taken place in the chocolate artment of 
Messrs, Jacob and Co,’s factory, Dublin, and 
on Friday a party oí Pressmen spent an on- 
teresting time being conducted over the 
works. The firm, aithough their reputation 
was made by the manufacture of biscuits, 
have been aÍso- making te for many 
years past, and this branch of their business 
has recently developed on an even larger 
scale; with the aid of wonderful new 
machines the faetory is in a position to turn 
out chocolates of the best quality. 

The whole process of production, from the 
raw material to the finished article, is, being 
éafried on at the works, and this necessitates 
the use, oft a Pabiéty oí maéhimes and the 
employment of a very large staff. The cocoa 
beans “on their arrival at. the factory are 
graded.and cleaned, and then put through a 
series OL machines which ¢onstitute the bean- 
roasting department. ({t is im this depart- 
ment, that extensive additiéns are now 
being made.) The beans emerge from this 
stage in the form of “‘ cocoa nibs,”’ and are 
given a number of other treatments before 
they finally become chocolate. The chocolate 
is stored in large blocks umtil it is matured, 
when it undergoes farther ‘treatment, and 
eventually leaves the factory in the form of 
chocolate bars or sweets. 

()ne of. the machines used in the process 
was specially made for Messrs. Jacob an:l 
Co., und ‘ia larger than any similar machine 
used in Ireland ov Great Britain. 

Tho atmosphere in the chocolate section is 
kept at an even temperature in summer and 
winter by means of a special plant, which 
tempérs and purifies the air passing through 
the department.

Bradman made the world’s record score 
of 452 not out for New South Wales against 
Queensland in the 1929-30 season. A few 
years ago he was pers in rough up- 
eountry cricket. He has shattered nearly every 
cricket record within his compass, mainly by 
marvellous foot-work and keenness of eye. 
A natural cricketer, his style is completely 
his own, and it is sometimes horribly un- 
orthodox. He toured Canada and the United 
States with A. A. Mailey’s team, and made 
$ 300 runs in 33 innings for an average of 
100. He is also a briliant out-field and a 
useful change bowler.

DOMINANCE OF 


ONE FAMILY IN 


CLOSE CHAMPIONSHIPS. 


HE Badminton Union of Ireland is to be | 
congratulated on the success of the 
Close Championship tournament, which 

ran through last week at the Elm Park Hall. 
The entries in all reached a grand total of 
about four hundred and fifty, and this marks 
a most encouraging revival of interest in the 
tournament, which till last season had not’ 
been held for a few years owing to the 
want of a headquarters hall. The greatest 
credit is due to Miss Eileen Stewart, the 
honorary tournament secretary, for organisa- 
tion, which was certiel out in the efficient 
and punctual manner which marks all the 
work she so freely fer the game. Mr. 
W. 8. Keatinge, the honorary referee, ac- 
complished a task rendered difficult by the 
overlapping of entries in the most adroit and 
pleasant way, and the method which en- 
abled him to supply an.early copy of the 
next day’s programme was a great convVeni- 
ence to the Press. 


A BADMINTON FAMILY. 

The outstanding feature of the senior 
championships was the . dominance of. the 
Hamilton’ family, to which we have long 
been accustomed in Irish badminton—ever 
since, indeed, Bud Hamilton, the father of 
the present generation of players, won the 
first Irish Open Championship thirty years 
ago. Last week the men’s senior singles title 
was retained by the holder, Arthur Hamil- 
ton; the women’s singles title went to his 
sister, Miss M. Hamilton; the men’s doubles 
was won by W. Hamilton and N. Good; the 
women’s doubles by the Misses M. Hamilton 
and D. Good, and the mixed doubles by W. 
Hamilténm and Miss D, Good, It is interest- 
ing, as indicating the hefeditary lure of bad- 
minton, to note that N. Good and Miss D. 
Good, who figure as winters in the doubles 
with W. Hamilton and Miss Hamilton, are 
son and daughter of T. D. and Mrs. Good, 
both of whom have often figured on the 
Irish international team and on the Irish 
os roll. Mrs; Good, it may be ob- 
served, got as far as the final of the women’s 
‘doubles last week with Miss N. Stoker, a 
daughter of F. O. Stoker, the famous lawn 
tennis and Ragby football player. 
BROTHERS MEET IN FINAL. 

In the final of the men’s singles Arthur 
Hamilton beat his brother, Willoughby, who 
has three times won the Irish open singles 
twice captured the corresponding title in 
Scotland, and once at the recently established 
national tournament of Wales. The match 
last week ran to three hard games, in all of 
which the standard of play was maintained
